FOUND CLASPING BABY SHOE 


Young Woman Was Worried Be- 
cause Husband Took Child to 
His Mother—Both May Die. 


An attempt is being made to unravel 
the mystery of why Mrs. Mortimer 
Weiss, 20 years old, of 46 Fort Wash- 
ington Avenue, “and her mother, Mrs. 
Frances Weiss, who lived at the Hotel 
Remington, attempted to commit sui- 
cide inthe Hotel Commodore. by :tak- 
ing bichloride of meroury. They were 
found. there yesterday noon, having 
taken the poison thirty-six hours ~be- 
fore and only let. word of their condi- 
tion get to the outside when their suf- 
fering became too great to be borne, 
and the elder Mrs. Weiss telephoned to 
 & physician. 

“The only explanation yet given is 
that the younger Mrs. Weiss had quar- 
husband, who had taken 
their baby girl to hig mother’s home. 
Clasped in the woman’s hand when their 
room was opened ‘yesterday was a 
baby’s shoe and under her pillow a lit- 
tle rubber dog, such as babies cut their 
teeth on. She was nearly, unconscious 
and her mother barely able to speak, 
and neither of them would tell why they 
tried to die. The daughter is in Belle- 
vue Hospital and the mother in Flower 
Hospital. Little hope is entertained for 
the recovery of either, owing to the 
fact that blood poisoning, also treated 
immediately, is difficult to check. 

Mrs. Frances Weiss is a nurse who 
hhas been employed by Dr. Arthur Green- 
burg, who has offices in the Hotel Rem- 
ington. 

She is about 40 years old. The young- 
er Mrs. Weiss is the wife of Mortimer 
Weiss, 26-years old, who is associated 
with his mother, Mrs. Carryl Weiss, in 
a millinery business at 647 Madison Ave- 
nue. . They. have been married about 
three years and have a baby a year and 
a half old. Their married life has not 
been happy, and on Wednesday Weiss 
took the baby and went to his mother’s

Took Poison From Doctor’s Office.

Thousands Wait Through 
Morning Hours for 
Opening of Arena 


POLICE IN PERFECT CONTROL

Spectators Eat Lunches _ in 


Streets —Bootleggers and 
Crooks Noticeably Absent. 


More than 90,000 men and women, the 
biggest crowd that ever saw a sporting 
event’ in the United States, saw Jack 
Dempsey knock out Georges Carpentier 
yesterday. 

Such a. crowd had never been as- 
sembled in this country. It is pos- 
tible that’ more persons may have 
seen some of the championship foot- 
ball matches in England, but there 
have never been that number seated 
spectators of a sporting event... In an- 
other way, Tex Rickard, promoter of 
the fight, achieved a new record. The 
gate receipts, estimated at approximately 
$1,600, by Mr. Rickard, were far above 
all previous records. 

All day long. the. crowd had \been. 

gathering: for the championship: battle. 
From ‘9 o’clock in the morning, when 
the’ ‘gates were opened, until a few 
minutes before three in the’ afternoon, 
when the event. of the day was sched- 
uled_ to begin, -@-stemdy stream of: men- 
with a noticeable sprinkling of women 
marched steadily across the muddy 
fields leading. to the saucer-shapéed 
arena, until it seemed as: though*the 
latter, large’ as ae was, could hold: no 
more. \ 

This mass of Be ie ies piled tier on 
tier in. the wooden saucer, was released 
suddenly by the blow which sent Car- 
pentier to the floor of the ring and. re- 
tained the championship for Dempsey. 
Every :one started for the exits at 
once. The pressure increased until the 

became terrific. The policemen 
and: firemen, at least ten of whom were 
stationed ~in section, handled the 
mass rushing for the exits with the 
same calm efficiency that they had dis- 
played throughout the day. Regular 
traffic rules were enforced, the spec 
tators in one aisle being held to let 
those in another aisle preset thus 
avoiding the  cross-currents which 
usually add to the confusion. 

Arena Quickly Emptied. 
.In one minute after Carpentier had 
been counted out, streams of men and 
women were pouring from a hundred 
exits, though many stayed to see the 
bout between Miske and Renault, weak 
though scheduled as_a prelimin: was 
put on aftér the championship fi 
Pithe last of the huge crowd Semrted 
silently and without confusion after the 
bell and clanged on the Miske-Renault 
bout.

Police Refuse Without Warrant, 
and They Fail:to Get Plea 
Before Any Judge. 





NEW MOVE EXPECTED TODAY 


Assault and Battery Charged in 
Complaint—Not So “Brutal” 
as They Anticipated. 


Herbert Clark Gilson, attorney for the 
International Reform’ Bureau, and two 
other répresentatives of that organiza- 
tion were among the thousands at the 
ringside when. Dempsey knocked out 
Carpentier yesterday afternoon. They 
sat in $50 seats so that they could see 
everything that went on, but they. did 
not root for either the champion or the 
challenger, and failed ‘to’ join in the 
tumult when the Frenchman was 
knocked to the floor'and counted out. 

The reformers *were: present as wit- 
nesses to’ see whether the law was vio- 
lated, and they dectded that it was. 
Immediately after the fight Mr. Gilson 
went to the temporary police station bhe- 
neath the grand stand and filed a com- 
plaint with Lieutenant Mit 
Martin, 
and battery: and with violating the New 
Jersey Crimes act, which prohibits prize- 
fighting. He ~- told the police that the 
knockout was sufficient’ evidence that 
the law against prizefighting had’ been 
violated. 

“‘ Lieutenant,” said Mr. Gilson, “I 
want you'to place on the blotter here a 
complaint against Jack Dempsey, the 
prizefighter, charging him with assault 
and battery on Georges Carpentier of 
France, in this arena a few minutes 
ago.” 

Lieutenant Martin made the entry in 
the blotter, but refused to make an ar- 
rest without a warrent. Mr. Gilson 
wanted quick action and scouted around 
Jersey. City until he found Chief o1 
ery Battersby, who had attended the 
fight. Fy 

The Chief, ‘who had Siaroughily en- 
joyed himself and was busily engaged in 
discussing the knockout with his friends, 
could not be found for some time. Then 
he flatly refused. to order Dempsey’s 
arrest without a warrant. 


Insist On Prompt Arrest. 


** But we want him arrested before he 
leaves this State and we may not be 
able to find a Judge to issue a warrant 
today,” said Mr. Gilson. 

“That makes no _ difference,’’ 
Chief replied.

It is recorded that, once ‘upon a time, 
Aaron Burr; being challenged by Alex- 
ander Hamilton, bade Hamilton to meet 
him over in Jersey and there destroyed 
nig enemy.

Posterity has appraised the loser of 
that first duel as of more value than 
the winner who survived.

Car- 
pentier, an alien, a.man who does not 
speak our language, was thé favorite of 
the crowd before the fight started and 
while it pragressed, and, if I am one to 
judge, was still its favorite when he 
came-out of it summarily defeated 

-he wass"Dempsey, rn, 
“will never forget, I am sure, the vast 
roar of approbation which arose from 
y acres of close-packed humanity 
about him when for a half-minute it 
seemed that he was slipping toward de- 
feat. The thing never happened before 
when an American champion fought be- 
fore an American audience. But then 
we never had for a champion a man 
whose war record—his lack of -one 
rather— was stained with a taint. 

Bven so, and to the contrary notwith- 
standing, he showed himself a better 
man, as a fighter, than the Dempsey 
who whipped Willard two years ago at 
Toledo. Carpentier was the soul of 
the fight, but Dempsey was the body of 
it. Considering the thing purely in its 
pugilistic aspects, he won on merit—won 
because he was bigger and stronger, be- 
cause he had more enduranee than the 
Frenchman, and because, as it turned 
out, he was. almost as fast upon his 
feet, when the needs of the moment 
demanded spéed, and almost as clever 
a@ boxer as his opponent was. And to 
top all, he had a short arm blow, using 
either arm at will to deliver it, the like 
of which has not been seen on_ this 
Continent since Stanley Ketchel passed 
out. . 
Loses Like’a Gentleman. 


It was that drum-fire on his body 
which wasted Carpentier’s substance of 
resistance, so that when the decisive 
jolts reached his jaw he had naught 
left in him with which to weather the 
blast. He fought fairly, did Carpentier, 
and like a gentleman he was licked 
fairly - and like a gentleman. <As a 
‘gentleman and a fighter he bulks to- 
night as the milan the majority of the 
audience hoped to win and f6r whom, 
as a gallant soldier and a brave mah, 
they wish 00d luck through all his 
days. 

As for Dempsey, unless this country 
should go to war again, it seems poset!

"in Second Round. 


NOT OFFERED AS EXCUSE 


Carpentier Cables to Wife That 
He Is Uninjured and Was 
Beaten Fairly.

Carpentier returned eA sy fring camp 
here this afternoon and informed: a rep- 
resentative of THE New Yorke TiMes that 
he knows no man in the world who is 
in the same class with Dempsey. He 
said he put forth every ounce’ of his 
strength in the fight and felt that when 
‘the American people read their news- 
papers tomorrow they would believe he 
had done his best and had not shown 
the white feather. 

On Carpentier’s behalf, however, his 
old , friend Thierry Mallet, acting as 
spokesman, said that an injury to Car- 
pentier’c thumb eight days ago, which 
led to the breaking of the thumb in the 
second round today, was a contributing 
cause toward his defeat. Mallet did not 
attribute the defeat of the Frenchman 
to this cause, however. 

Carpentier’s external injuries appeared 
to be a slight cut under the- eye, a 
slightly swollen nose.and a badly swollea 
right hand, due to the fracture.of a bone 
in the thumb, The injury to the thumb, 
it was said, was the_most. serious dam- 
age he sustained. In this connection Dr. 
Joseph B. Connolly, at the training camp 
here, gave out the following:statement: 

‘‘ This is to certify that I, Dr. Joseph 
B. Connolly, examined Georges Carpen- 
tier after his, fight with Jack Dempsey 
and found him suffering from a fracture 
of the right. metacarpal bone of his 
thumb, which rendered his right hand 
useless.”’ 

The doctor also said that the wrist 
was sprained from the blow landed on 
Dempsey’s jaw. The hand has swollen 
to three times its normal size. 

Mallet said that Georges received tke 
injury eight days ago w e working 
Carpentier lost the battle. trainer, 
did not care to say anything. about. it 
at the time as they felt the announce- 
ment might be taken as preparing the 
groundwork for an excuse in the event 
Carpentier lost the battle.

BETTING AT STANDSTILL 
ON DAY OF THE BATTLE 


Dempsey Supporters Raise Odds 
to 3 to 1, but Find No 
Takers. 


After the sharp Dempsey. slump in the 
betting on Thursday and Friday, the 
champion’s supporters rallied behind him 
yesterday morning and gradually made 
the odds longer. Coincident with this, 
there was a.mysterious absence of Car- 
pentier money, and this combination pro- 
duced a lull in the betting that con- 
tinued even up to the time when the 
boxers entered the ring.

After their brief splurge on 
Thursday and Friday;-the Frenchman’s 
supporters grew wary and kept their 
money out of sight. When 2% to 1 failed

CARPENTIER, UP EARLY, 
DOES JIG BEFORE FIGHT 


Takes Exercise and Hike, and 
Sleeps an Hour on Boat on 
Way to Jersey City.

Arising at 6:30 o’clock,.his usual hour, 
at his Manhasset training quarters yes- 
terday morning, Georges Carpentier 
spent fifteen minutes at setting-up ex- 
| ercises, ‘‘to open his eyes,’’ as his 
trainer expressed it, and had a light 
breakfast at 7 o’clock. 

He lounged around the house until 7 :45, 
when, attired in‘an old flannel shirt, old 
Pgragtrowsers,“éap, checkered socks and 
worn shoes, he emerged for a little light 
sxercise along the road. 

Surprised. to find newspaper men wait- 
ing for him at the gate, the challenger, 
with a broad smile on his face, re- 
marked: 

“ You’re up early. Haven’t you been 
to bed all night? ’’ 

‘“T’ve had a good sleep and feel fine,”’ 
he said, in reply to a question. 

Accompanied by his trainer, Gus Wil- 
son; his friend, Pierre Mallette, and his 
Belgian police dog Felipe, Carpentier 
started for a short hike along the roads 
near his camp.

Day broke over Jersey City yesterday 
on throngs of men and ‘women who had 
reached the fight area in every vehicle 
except airplane, many with just enough 
cash in hand to buy general admisyion 
tickets. - There were high school boys 
who ‘‘rode the rods ’’ from~Cleveland 
and further West, cowboys on’ wiry 
ponies from Western ranches, men on 
bicylces, boys on roller skates. ex-prize- 
fighters in Ford cars and thousands who 
traveled great distances on foot. 

Scores of men were ejected after man- 
aging to sneak into.the arena. Men and 
boys found hiding under the seats ¢x- 
plained solemnly that they were * look- 
ing for work.’*: One’ man who waited in 
line all night for the privilege of buying 
an admission ticket collapsed from lack 


sey’s victory in hospital. 

The vicinity. of the ** general admis- 
sion ’’ ticket wagons resembled a gypsy 
camp all Friday night and yesterday 
morning. Stray .bits of lumber were 
gathered for camp fires and enthusiastic 
tans’ whose finances were low swapped 
stories about previous fights they had 
witnessed. . 

It was plainly indicated as early as 9 
o’clock, several hours after the $5.50 
seats went on sale at four ticket wagons 
placed at strategic points, that the 
spaces alloted to -holders of the lowest 
priced tickets would be filled—perhaps to 
overflowl ne. And the sale of these 
tickets e it apparent that it would 
be a real fight crowd. 

Nearly-all those waiting for a chance 
to leap for the general. udmission space 
carried binoculars or opera glasses.

Britain. Formally Accepts the 
View That Alliance Automati- 
cally Lasts Another Year. 


DECISION CAUSES SURPRISE 


Differerices In the Cabinet’ on ‘the 
Question Said to Have 
Causéd Confusion.

LONDON, July 3.—No little surprise 
has béen caused by the eleverith-hour 
decision of the ad Chancellor that the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty was not de- 
nounced by thé note sent to the Leagué 
of ‘Nations last’ July and that consé- 
quently the treaty, even if denounced on 
July 15° next, would automatically run 
for another year. 

This deci#ion, of coursé, considerably 
simplifies the position, for it gives ample 
time to the Dominions to reach definite 
céhelusions and removed the necessity for 
obtaining Japan’s assent to the proposal 
that: the operation of the treaty should 
be extended fora period of three months 
for the purpose of allowing a full dis- 
cussion, which could not have been.com- 
pleted by July 15. 

Bxactly how the Lord Chancellor camé 
to revérae the opiition previously held 
by the law officers ofthe Crown has not 
been made clear, except in so far as it 
has been. stated that Lord Birkenhead’s 
view was based on Clause VIII. in the 
1911 treaty which says that the treaty 
is ‘to come into. force immediately 
after the date of its signature and to 
retiiain in force for ten years from that 
date. In case néither of the high con- 
tracting parties should have  hotified 
twelve months béforé the éxpiration of 
said ten years. the intention of terminat- 
ing it, it shall remain binding until. the 
expiration of one year from the day on 
which, either of the high contracting 
partiés shall have denounced it.’’

They May Go Up Again, It Is Felt—

Union leaders who have’ been in 
session here since Friday <will hold other 
conferences tomorrow and _ possibly 
/Monday. . But the strike order has al- 
ready been disposed of. j 

‘When the conferences are ended, the 
question that brought, 1,500 railroad 
labor representatives to Chicago will be 


sent back to the membership of such 
organizations as have not already taken 
a referendum on it. ‘Indications are 
that the result of further voting will be 
virtually dictated. by the leaders, who 
are convinced of the doef of a. gen- 
eral walk-out. It certainly will not 
favor a strike. e 

Radicals in the ranks of the union 
chiefs were won to conseryatism chief- 
ly because of the recent change in the 
main issue. Contrary to general opin- 
ion, this is not primarily’ the 12 per 
cent. reduction in wages.. Working rules 
are a more important factor. 

‘While. the wa: reduction. order has 
been a source. of: dissatisfaction to the 
1,500,000 railway employes, the 1 ers 
evidently accepted it as inevitable. They 
believe that wages be increased 

ain when. traffic- picks up. 
“But the unions are making a last ditch 
fight on working rules. en in April 
the Labor Board issued an order direct- 
ing that the national agreements. which 
had been in force since the Government 
took over the roads Pon end July 1, 
organized labor lost a hard fought 
battle. was this order and not the 
wage reduction that caused most of the 
dissatisfaction that started strike talk. 

Last week the Labor Board ruled that 
where no substitute code had been 
agreed upon by the railways and their 
employes the rational rules, excepting 
those applying to pay for overtime, 
should’ remain in force indefinitely. 
Thus the rail workers temporarily re- 
trieved something of what they had lost. 

But the ruling favored the railways in 
one important respect. It provided that, 
pending further action of the board, 
overtime should ‘be paid for at the reg- 
ular rate, excepting in cases of em- 
ployes whose unions had special agree- 
ments with railroads prior to Govern- 
ment control. The .500,000 shop craft 
employes benefit by the exception. Few 
others do. 

But the modification of the original 
order is said to have given union men 
new hope for ultimate success in their 
effort to gain satisfactory working con- 
ditions. . 

“If it -~had_ been. merely the wage 
question,’”’ said one of the union chiefs 
tonight, ‘‘ the delegates to these confer- 
ences would have disposed of that with 
a formal protest at the most. In fact, I 
don’t think there would have ,been oc- 
easion for conferences. But the work- 
ing rules are anor, story. .They repre- 
sented ay Reng s of fighting y rail- 
way union labor.”’ 

Reports are said to indicate that, in 
view of the crisis just passed, railroad 
officials are showing more inclination 
to negotiate on new. working agreements.

Wanderer is sane and therefore must 
hang, cers 

Two minutes after the decision had 
been read in’ the Criminal Court, Judge 
Joseph B. David set the date of the 
execution for Friday, July 29. Unless 
Governor Small intervenes, the wife 
slayer must die on the gallows for the 
murder of a ‘‘ ragged stranger,’’ never 
identified. 

A-Moment before Judge David pro- 
nounced-judgment, Assistant State’s At- 
torney Lloyd Heth interrupted the Court 
with’ a request ‘that’ Wanderer be hanged 
nex iday,. but was not heeded. 

‘“We want him hanged as soon as 
Possible,’’ Mr. Heth said afterward. 
‘‘ Every moment he lives keeps alive the 
chance that he may eventually beat the 
rope.’’ 

Wanderer showed little emotion as the 
clerk read ‘the verdict. He ‘scratched 
his ears and a wan smile lit up his face 
for a second as Judge David set the 
date for the execution. As the Judge 
read ‘‘ and he is. sentenced to be hanged 
by the neck until dead’’ Wanderer 
yawned and rubbed his hands across 
his face. 

Before discharging the jurors Judge 
David congratulated them as men who 
had not shirked their duty. Then he 
made a sharp attack on what he termed 
attempts by public officials to tnfluence 
the verdict. 

“If there were more: men like you,’’ 
he said, ‘‘ there would not be so much 
talk of crime going unpunished. You 
men showed you were able to come to 
a decision without being swayed by 
tears or atttempts td give false impres- 
sions to the jury. 

“*During the course of this trial. I 
have received several threatening letters. 
‘One of them intimated that I had re- 
ceived money for giving Wanderer an 
insanity trial.. I want to say now that 
there is not enough respect for law in 
this community by those who should 
respect it miost. 

‘Attempts have been made to influ- 
ence this court by public officials who 
do not realize the importance of their 
positions. Such attempts are absolutely 
reprehensible. _ Statements have been 
published which, if ‘true, might have 


influenced Judges in the performance of 
their pate 

Statements by Chief Fitzmorris, in 

which he said that Wanderer should be 
hanged and that State officials had no 
right. to. testify against the State, as 
certain alienists did at the insanity trial, 
were evidently the target for the Judge's 
wrath. 
- The victory today is the third won by 
the State in the Wanderer case. Fol- 
lowing the murder of his wife and a 
‘‘ ragged stranger,’’ Wanderer was tried 
for the murder of his wife. -A jury gave 
him ne yy May: years. A second jury 
sentenced him to die for the murder of 
the ragged stranger.’’ 

Appeals to the Supreme Court havin 
failed, Wanderer was virtually resigne 
to his fate, when the execution was 
stayed by an application for an insanity 
trial under a statute of 1845. Judge 
David granted a trial by jury. He ruled 
that .Wanderer, to be adjudged sane

ECONOMY IN ARMY ca 
Calls on His Personal Subordinates| ==". 


for Teamwork in Cutting 
Expenditures. 


Spécial to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, July  2.— General 
Pershing, in his capacity as Chief of 
the Army General Staff, called his per- 
sonal subordinates to his office today 


and impressed on them the necessity of 
the greatest economy in conducting the 
military administration. He appealed 
for teamwork.

Neither General Pershing nor General 
Harbord would venture an opinion as to 
whether the order permitting discharges 
would be extended beyond July. No de- 
cision would be made in.this regard, 
General Harbord said, until the depart- 
ment had had opportunity to see the 
results of the order during this month.

in Democratic’ State and city politics, 
died early yesterday morning at his’ 
home, 2,345 Broadway. For. the last 
three months he had been suffering from 
a complication of diseases that had pre- 
vented his- attending to his official du- 
ties since the first of: June. Surviving 
are his daughters, Margaret and Ruth, 
and his son John, a schoolboy. Services 
will be held at the residence tomorrow 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

At 19 Second Street, on Dec. 6, 1854; 
Jacob Aaron Cantor was born of parents 
that were natives of London. His pub- 
lic school training was interrupted at 
the age of 14, when he went to work as 
a clerk in a law office. But he was de- 
termined to get a. good education if 
possible and spent his evenings at 
school until becoming a reporter on The 
World .in 1872, when he ve all his 
spare time to fitting himself for the bar 
at the University Law School. Five 
years he spent on The World before 
settling down to law practice. 

But politics early asserted a fascina- 
tion over him, and his entry was made 
easy by a natural ‘eloquence that was 
first demonstrated in the Hancock can- 
vass of 1880. Thereafter the party chiefs 
— use of his oratory in many cam- 

In 1884 he was a Delegate at 
ne to the National: Democratic Con- 
vention, and in the Autumn he was 
elected to the Assembly for the first 
time, being returned the two succeeding 
years, a in the latter term sharing 
the honors of Democratic leadership 
with Sheehan of Buffalo. 


President of State Senate. 


In 1887 he went to the Senate, there 
to remain as the head of the Demo- 
cratic forces for ten years, and it should 
be noted that the post was thrust upon 
him immediately on his arrival,\a com- 
pltment no newcomer had yet received. 


At that time he was described as short 
in stature, wearing eyeglasses, speaking 
fluently and much to. the point, cool, 
judicious, always on the qui vive, ready 
to fight and fight well. 

During this Senatorial period Cantor 
from 1898 to 1894 was President of the 
Senate and Acting-Lieutenant Governor. 
As Chairman of the Committee on 
Finance he made an excellent record 

and provided the lowest tax rate the 
people of the State had known for many 
years. 

Among his legislative achievements 
at Albany was the enactment of the law 
to prevent the corruption of New York 
City Aldermen by taking away from 
them the power to grant railroad fran- 
chises, a measure designed to. preven 
such frauds as that engineered by Jaco 
Sharp. A contemporary joke was that 
many a weak member of the Common 
Council was indebted to Senator Cantor 
for the removal of the temptation. He 
introduced the bill himself and fought 
it through against great opposition. 

Having in 1894 been appointed to the 
Lexow committee; he presented a minor- 
{ty report advocating for the first time 
a separation of the Police Department 
from the Bureau of Hlections and urg- 
ing that the department be placed under 
a single Commissioner to concentrate 


On the so-called ‘reform. ticket ‘he was‘ 
elected President of the Borough of 
"Manhattan for 1902 to 1904. In 1910 he 
was made Chairman of the New York 
Commission on Congestion of Popula- 
tion, and. three yeags later ~he realized 
a boyhood ambition When chosen to rep- 
resent the Twentieth Congressional Dis- 
trict in Washington in succession to 
Francis B. Harrison. On January 1,

LIBRARY RUNNING EXPENSES 


Costs Have More Than Doubled in 
Ten Years. 


What. it actually costs to clean the 
$58,400 square feet of floor space and 


the 35,800 square feet of glass in the 
New York Public Library's \ Central 


Building, furnish washroom facilities 
und other little trifles, is found in some 
figures prepared by the Building Super- 
intendent of the Central Building. Like 
the private householder, the library 
has to ‘‘ watch its step ’’ when it comes 
to. the matter of spending money, and 
the heart of some multi-millionaire may 
be touched on learning that last year, 
for economy’s sake, no uniforms of any 





the Central Building ‘were bought. 
The year 1920 was the tenth year of 
the operation of the big building at the 


corner of Fifth Avenue arid Forty-sec- 
ond Street, if the five.months previous 
to the date on which it was opened to 
the public are included. The attendance 
has own constantly ever since. In 
1911 there were 1,658,376 visitors and the 
total cost of operating the building, in- 
guding. repairs, amounted to $60, 02. 

By 1920 both these figures had jumped 
quite a bit, and the number of’ recorded 
visitors was . 2,696,609, while the. total 
cost of operating the’ building for the 
year 1920, including repairs. was $172,- 
049.52. Of this amount, $55,000 repre- 
this sum 
being exclusive of some $9,000 expended 
for new cases in the Spencer Room. 

Several minor changes have been made 
in the interior of the building to aes 
ly care for the increased number of 
readers. On the second floor, for in- 
stance, a new door has been cut into 
Room 228. Glass screens, placed in the 
north end of the hall: on the first floor, 
provided a single entrance to the science, 
technology, patents and. chemistry 
rooms. Another glass screep inrthe nor- 
therm end of the second floor fulfills 
the same purpose for the documents and 
economics rooms. 

New catalogue cases, new book ¢ases 
and new exhibition cases have been 
built, and the Building Superintendent’s 
last report cited the need. for a new 
booklift between the stacks and _ the/}* 
main reading’ room, This would save 
the repairs which are now. a constant 
source of expense and which cause de- 
lay in the service, Prabeigpaee J in conges- 
tion in the main re room. 

It cost last year ,693.87° to clean 
58,400 square feet o floor space and 
35,800 square feet of glass, according 
to the Superintendent’s figures. ‘Watch- 
men, guards for eritrances, exhibition 
rooms and halls cost 12.31. The cost 
of operating three elevators was $3,- 
383.30. ‘The maintenance of thé wash- 
rooms alone in the Central Building 
means. an expenditure of more than 
$7,000. Coatroom facilities at’ two en- 
trances and ice and_ refrigeration are 
‘other ‘items that swell the total. 

Upon the recommendation of a com- 
mittee appointed by the Board “ae Trus- 
tees, it was decided to continue with 
the jnstitution’s own plant.

PROTEST MOLAS JES TARIFF. 


Cattle Men Say Proposed Duty Ex- 
ceeds 100 Per Cent. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Eastern feed 
men and Western cattle growers have 
united in a vigorous protest to Congress 
against the proposed duty in the Ford- 
ney Tariff bill on blackstrap molasses, 
which is used generally to fatten cattle 
and in preparation of cattle food. The 
bill provides that the duty on molasses 
shall be 1 cent a gallen up to 48 per 
cent, of sugars, and 275-1,000 of 1 cent 
additional for each percentum of sugars. 
Blackstrap molassés contains abopt 52 
per cent. of Sugars, and the duty on it 
under the Fordney rates would be. about 
2.10 cents per gallo 

As blackstrap molasses has been sell- 
ing in\ New York at 2 cents a gallon, 
the duty is something over 100 per cent. 
The feed men and cattle fatteners claim 
that this duty is prohibitive, that it will 
destroy the feed businéss and will prove 
disastrous to the cattle growers, because 
the latter can fatten their cattle on 
blackstrap feed in half the time taken 
to fatten them on rough feeds. 

The duty on blackstrap molasses in 
the Payne-Aldrich law was 20 per cent. 
ad valorem; in the Underwood law, 15 
per cent. ad valorem, and in the farm- 
ers’ emergency tariff law, 24 per cent. 
It is figured that the propos duty is 
fifteen times ‘the duty under the Un- 


derwood rate.

Producers Charges Plot to Get 
Control of Independents. 


CALLS FOR HIGHER “TARIFF 


Concerns With Mexican Connections 
Are Blamed for Troubles of 
the Home Industry.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—A charge 
that the present demoralized: condition 
in’ the of] industry and the market de- 
preciation tn the values of ai] stocks was 
caused by the great oil corporations in a 
desire to secure contro] o? independent 
properties and insure a dominating 
monopoly was made today in a state- 
ment by Omer, K. Benedict of Tulsa, 
Okla., representative of the Mid-€onti- 
nental Oil and Gas Association. 

Ten or a dozen corporations of great 
capital operating in Mexico have created 
the utter demoralization in this country, 
to their own great ultimate profit, Mr. 
Benedict asserted. 

‘““These domestic concerng,’’ he said, 
‘“‘are storing millions of barrels of domes- 
tic petroleum, which has been displaced 
in the market bythe cheap’ imported 
oil at low prices, which they themselves 
fix,,and during the.period of demorali- 
zation they will purchase for a frac- 
tion of their real worth many of the in- 
dependent producing ..properties in . the 
United States because of the financial 
necessities of their present owners. in 
the end they will be more securely than 
ever entrenched in the dominating con- 
trol of the entire ofl industry.” 

Benedict defends the duties of 35 cents 
a barrel on crude oil and 25 cents a 
barrel on fuel oil carried in the Fordney 
Tariff bill. He says this tariff should 
be increased materially to afford ade- 
quate protection to the independent oil 
producers of this courtry. 

“The policy of encouraging the in- 
vestment of American capital in the de- 
velopment of petroleum in foreign coun- 
tries perhaps is wise,’’ says Benedict in 
his statement, which was sent to Con- 
gressmen, ‘“‘and such investments having 
been made. no American will question 


this Government’s duty to protect them. 
But when, as at the present time, the 
flood of imported Mexican petroleum, 
produced at a mere fraction of the cost 
of domestic production, is destroying the 
industry in the United States the first 
duty of Congress is to protect the home 
industry. 

‘Much greater consideration is.due to 
the many thousands of its citizens en- 
aged in producing oil at home than to 
fhe ten or a dozen corporations of great 
capital erating in Mexico who. have 
created the utter demoralization in this 
country to their own 
profit. 

“The achat value of the crude oil 
produced in the United: States has. 
shrunk since the latter part of January. 
over $2,600,000 a day, 
to pagducere of approximately $1,000; - 
000,000, which is reflected fm all depend- 
ent lines of paniiens, and will probably 
cause a@ decline in Federal income taxes 
for. 1921 of several hundred million dol- 
lars. This shrinkage is the result of 
cuts in the price of crude oil, in some 
to 75 per cent., made 
by the large purchasing companies who 
are producing themselves or are closely, 
affiliated with concerns producing and 
iniporting the flood of Mexican pe- 
troleum.”’

Badly in Need of Vessels to 


Revive Commerce. 


The possibility ot 1,000 and  2,000-ton 
vessels of the United States Shipping | 2, 
Board being diverted to seryice on the 
gmall trade routes in Centra] and South 

rica was pointed out during the last 
week by representatives af American 
firms in: Latin-American. countries. 
Many. of these representatives have been 
recalled because of che stagnation in 
shipping. Interest also has been revived 
in’ the Latin-American trade by the 
announcement of Albert DBD. Lasker, 
Chairman of the Shipping Roard, that 
the’ gmall wooden veagels of the Govern- | * 
ment elther would be sold or destroyed 
before Oct. 1 next. 

It was unofficially estimated in Wash- 
ington that there were at least 250 
wogden steam yesselg, purchased by the 
Government during the war, now lying 
idle in ports along the Atlantic and 
Pacific Coasts. Many of these vessels 
are in a state approaching decay, and 
unless disposed of before the coming 
Winter must be destroyed. 

Although the Goyernment ‘can find 
no use for these vesgels there has been 
a persistent’ demand for ships of their 
type for service from the Gulf_of Mex- 
ico down to Ushuaia, the southernmost 
point of Patagonia, It was the econ- 
tention of commercial men familiar with 
travel conditions in the Latin-American 
countries that the wooden ships owned 
by the Government. could be rehabili- 
tated to last for many years, and with 
the construction of cabins for first and 
second class passengers, it was believed 
that they would help in a@ revival of 
commerce between Central and South 
American countries and the United 
States. 

Many of the routes open to devolop- 
ment by American capital through the 


purchase of such ships have lacked 
shipping ange oom since ) 
of the war. German vessels catered to 
business along those routes, but with 
the disappearance of German shippin 
from the Southern seas no conde 
effort has beert made by American or 
European interests to take over the 
a lost by. the rmans. 
of vessels for passenger. and 
tre at traffic, especially between in- 
points in the Latin-American coun- 
os. has tied up capital and jammed 
wharves and warehouses~ with goods. 
That condition obtains particularly in 
the sheep-raising countries, where mil- 
lions of pounds of wool have been kept 
in storage since 1918, with little pros- 
pect of it reaching the market unless 
shipping facilities are improved.

TELL OF FIRE PERIL 
~ INMANY SCHOOLS} 


Education Board Without Neces- 
sary Funds to. Remove Haz- 
ards, Officials Assert. 


WOULD COST; $4,000,000 


Forty-four School Fires ‘Reported in 
Last Years—Teachers’ Efficiency 
Prevented Serious Accidents. 


The Board of Estimate, school officials 
say, has failed to make available suffi- 
cient méney to remove the fire hazards 
in many of the public schools. ~Superin- 
tendent of School Buildings. Snyder esti- 
mates that it would cost about $4,000,000 
to make ll of the fire prevention re- 
pairs in the schools thaét have been in- 
sisted upon by the Bureau of Fire Pre- 
vention, 

Mr. Snyder’a short.time ago asked 
that $500,000 be. appropriated. to. carry 
out the most urgent “of these recommen- 
dations. The Board of Estimate. granted 
only half. of this.amount .. Inspectors..of 
the Bureau of Fire Prevention have 
filed reports of violation of the law 
against the Board of ;Education, but it

hazards, such as wooden stairways, ob- 
structions in ‘hallways and _ ill-lighted 
stairways, should not be remedied. In 
a@ report by. Mr. Snyder he says: 

‘It fs considered: that because of the 
ny, of stairways and exits in the 

tuildings to permit of them being va- 
cated within the ‘time limit of three or 
three and one-half minutes they there- 
fore are safe for occupancy. hether 
or not this is justified’ can only be 
demonstrated by that of which we are 
all in constant dread—fire and panic. 
Our list shows that we unfortunately do 
have fires even with the schools occu- 
pied. 

“The fact. that-no panic has occyrred 
I believe to be due almost entirely to 
the. systematic’ fire drills and to the 
most, excellent discipline and control 
maintained by the principals and teach- 
ers.”’ 

The survey recently made by the Pub- 
lic Education Association and other or- 
ganizations shows that many school 
buildings have poor lighting, cramped 
aisle space and lack fire alarm facili- 
ties. Some of the reports on these school

behind his blows. 

The French invader visibly weakened 
in the third round, and was going fast 
early in the fourth.

In commemoration of the ninetieth an- 
niversary of the dedication of Gramercy 
Park, JoHN B. Pine 
he modestly calls a “ story” of that in- 
teresting residential oasis in a great 
business centre of the city. Antedating |, 
the enactment of the celebrated Murray 
Hill covenant restriction “by ‘miore ‘than 
ten years, Gramercy ‘Park, with its at- 
mosphere of rural and domestic com- 
forts, stands as @ memorial to SAMUS | 
B: Rugowes. In laying: out ‘that delight- 
ful home-centre and in p 
future preservation, Mr. RuaGLEs showed 
that he possessed-an exceptionally broad 
vision of the value ‘of intelligent city 
planning. Not gnly did he precede by 
more than eighty years the elated es- 
tablishment of New York’s benéficial 
zoning and building heights law, byt in 








-foresightedness he far outstripped many 


other worthy home evelopers ; to cite, 
for instance, the residents of old Lafay- 
ette Place, Depau Place—now swallowed 
up in Bleecker Street—Bond Street and 
other localities made pleasant for a time 
to live in, but which presented no. defen- 
sive force to prevent annihilation when 
the tidal wave of trade encroached upon 
their borders. 

Mr. RUGGLES was a pjoneer in arous- 


ing interest in the benefits of park areas, 
and he was chiefly instrumental in 


urging the City Fathers to lay out and 


beautify Union Square. The Gramercy 
residential centre was created more than 
a quarter of a century before so am- 
bitious a scheme as Central Park aroused 
public interest.

Commissioner Would Ancrease Park 
Staff One-Half—Urges Plant- 
ing. of Big Trees. 


New York City eventually will be- 
come & treeless city unless it adopts a 
continuous policy of renewal and inten- 
sive maintenance of its parks, said Park 
Commissioner Francis D. Gallatin in an 
interviéw yesterday. His warning is 
justified. by the records of the Park De- 
partment, ‘which show that the greatest 
city of the country, if not the world, 
ig being denuded of its shade trees at a 
rate. which may --convert Manhattan, 
particularly, into a barren habitat 
probably for.many. of the present gen- 
eration. 

Because the situation is worst in his 
Pedic Mr. Gallatin confined his 

to Manha Here, he ex- 
ene were Gstributed about 130,000 
trees of some eighty varieties, of which 
90,000 were growing in Central Park, 
25,000 in other parks and 15,000 shade 


bY | trees in the streets of the city. 


These trees are dying or being re- 
moved for various defects at the rate 
approximately of 8,500 a year. They 
are being replaced at the rate of only 
2,500 a year, so that there is.a yearly 
deficit of\ 1,000. The discrepancy be- 
tween the removal rate and the renewal 
rate is all the more significant, explains 
Commissioner Gallatin, when oye con- 
siders that the average life of trees in 
New York City is but twenty-five years. 
If this condition continues for the next 
twenty-five years, all the present gen- 
efation of: trees will have perished, and 
in their place will stand, at the present 
rate of renewal, less\than half the pres- 
ent number of trees.

There is an occasional inquiry for shapes 
against small structural jobs. Plates 
|also:'show some demand, though in- 
quiries covering more than a carload 
are rare. Rumored prices in the last 
| few days are 1:90 cents, 1.95 cents and 
2 cents for all. three commodities. In 
some quarters it has been thought that 
the Steel Corporation has made some 
concessions on these commodities, but 
this has not been confirmed. 

In wire products there has been some 
response to recent price reductions—wire 
fence less than nails, but the decline in 
fence is more recent.

On this matter of 
prices there is a 
man in this city 
with a theory. He 
sees ho reason why 
@ war should send up prices.. Here is 
what he had to say: ‘‘ It is usually 
considered that the greater demand 
caused by a war increases prices in 
obedience to the law of supply and 
demand. Buyt no axiom is better 
grounded then the old Latin one of 
‘inter arma silent leges '—that is, 
that war suspends all laws. The Gov- 
ernment was able, when the war broke 
‘out, to take men away from their fam- 
ilies and occupations and send them 
to fight at the front. It could, under 
its war powers, commandeer everyfac- 
tory, draft men of every vocation just 
as readily, and punish slackerg, because 
the work at home, in mills and ship- 
yards and on the farms, was just as 
egsential toward winning the war and 
just as much, also, a matter of na- 
triotism. If it had done this and had 
kept down profits and wages to pre- 
war standerds, values would not have 
risen, profiteering would have been 
impossible ‘and taxes would have been 
so much less because all expenses 
would have been so much smaller. The 
national debt, instead of being around 
$25,000,000, would have been less than 
half that amount. In other words, 
there would have been none of the in- 
flation that really: occurred. That the 
eyil condition prevailing was recog- 
niged is shown by the fact that the 
Government sought, by the abortive 
measure of the excess profits tax, to 
seize some of the gains obtained from 
excessive prices. And another thing 
should be borne in mind and that is: 
that there will he less incentive to 
war in the future if it be once under- 
stood that no private interests can 
profit by such an occurrence.” Per- 
haps the speaker is not the only one 
holding these views.  -

Must Wars 
Make 
High Prices? 


It cannot be 
said that the 
cotton estimate 
given out by 
the Agricul- 
tural Dingrinan: on Friday was 4 
‘garprise to anybody concerned. Un- 
official estimates previously published 
put the condition of the growing crop 
between 68 and 71. The Department’s 
estimate made it 69.2 for June 25. This 
is an improvement | ot B 1-5 per, cent. 
over the estimate of the month before, 
but 1% per cent. below that of June 
25, 1920. The area under cultivation 
this yeer is figured et 26,619,000 acres, 
as st 87,048,000 acres last year, 
and the production estimate is put at 
8,438,000 bales, against the 13,365,000 
bales of 1920. But there is a large 
margin as to all these figures. The 
general estimate is of a yield of about 
one-third of @ bale of cotton to the 
acre. An increase in this yield of only 
ten pounds per acre would add over 
half a million bales to the total. §o 
it will be seen that it is ungafe to place 
much reliance on statistics at this time 
of year. With a carry- -over of eight or 
nine million bales, moreover, the great 
question will be that of the consump- 
tion. Unless this picks up consider- 
ably above what it has been, there 
will be no dearth of raw material 
available. But on this point the de- 
velopments are favorable. The most 
important: of thém recently was the 
settlement. of the coal and cotton 
workers’ strikes in Great Britain. 

he. goods situation, as is usual at 
“time of year, presents few fep- 
nh of note. There is talk of more 
strikes in the Southern cotton mills, 
while a number of the Eastern ones 
have slowed down on production. Gray 
goods have held up well, everything 
considered, although dealings haye 
been few. For certain finished fab- 
rics a fair demand continues.

Holders, however, in 
not offering’ large quantities, as the 
market is pretty well sold up as far as 
the ¢nd of August.

It is being carried into the 
field of industry, but it seems to be 
especially applicable in the training and 
treatment of salésmen, who, after all, 
are ‘the Warriors ot peace. 
During the war and the post-war 
period ‘of extravagance, sales came 
easily; too easily, in fact, for improv- 
ing true confidence among salesmen. 
About the only effort involved in selling 
‘merchandise Was the ability to push pen 
or pencil across an order form. if the 
order could not be taken by reason of 
ever-full production; some facility was 
acquired in the art of making excuses 
or else in boldly criticising the buyer 
who had hesitated too long. In short, 
these yéers softened the morale of sales- 
manship and proved poor training for 
the lean months to come. Those months 
are here and, though heavy burdens 
have been placed on the manufacturer 
and dealer himself, the salesman has 
obtained his share and more than his 
share of complaint from the irritated 
and quereloug employer who: is prone to 
take out his troubles on the selling 
staff. 

It ‘is quite likely at present that the 
effort made in gelling a given amount 
of merchandise is double or treble what 
it was during the era of prosperity. No

T is well known that Shelley be- 
gan his career asan active prop- 
agandist and agitator, but it-is 
not always remembered that the 

great.lyricist was the author of many 
political pamphlets. As a boy of 18 
he secured his expulsion from -Ox- 
ford by writing with Hogg a treatise 
which ‘supposedly ~ demonstrated 
** The Necessity of Atheism’’ and 
by sending copies to the Bishops and 
‘the heads of colleges. At 20 he was 
busy at that inexhaustible task, the 
redressing of the wrongs of Ireland, 
partly. through ‘“‘ An Address to the 
Irish People,’’ ‘’ Proposals for the 
Regeneration of Ireland,’" and- the 
more revolutionary ‘' Declaration of 
Rights.”’ Having failed to secure fa- 
vorable results by sending compli- 
mentary. copies of his first pamphiet 
to the dignitaries of the Church, he 
entrusted some of these others to 
the distributive agency of the sea, 
sending them forth in bottles. and toy 
ships. Even this method came to 
the attention of the Government, and 
Shelley found it desirable to go into 
hiding.

lowed by other political tracts ‘issued 
under the same signature until 1818, 
when he.icft England to spend the 
remaining six of his thirty years-in 
Italy. 

That his interest in English polities 
and in the movement for political re- 
form did not cease with his exile is 
shown by this unfinished essay, writ- 
ten some time in 1820 and now, a 
century later, first offered to the 
public. It remained in the posses- 
sion of the’ Shelley family and has 
been known to Shelley scholars, but 
for some reason has escaped print- 
ing. It was given by the late Lady 
Shelley to the Rev. Stopford Brooke, 
by him to his ‘daughter, and is now 
edited with great care by her hus- 
band. 

The first mention of this essay is 
found in a letter of May 26, 1820, 
from Shelley to Leigh Hunt: 

Do you know [he writes] any pub- 
lisher or bookseller who would pub- 
lish for me an octavo volume, en- 
titled ‘‘ A Philosophical View of Re- 
form ''? _It is boldly but temperate- 
ly written, and, I think, readable. 
It is intended for a kind of standard 
book for the philosophical reform- 
ers, politically considered, like Jere- 
my Bentham’s, something, and per- 
haps more systematic. I will send it 
sheet by sheet. Will you ask and 
think for me? 


From the many corrections and 
cancellations in the manuscript. 
Shelley apparently spent much pains. 
over the writing, but it breaks off in 
the middle of a sentence, after deal- 
ing with only the first and final of 
the four heads that he had prepared 
for an outline. Probably he tired of 
the task begun with enthusiasm, for 
two years later, when touching in a 
jetter upon the state of England and 
the national debt, he wrote: 

I once ‘thought fo study these af- 
fairs ané write or act in them, I am

.* A Philosophical “View of Re- 
form.”” is, then, Shelley’s last at- 
itempt to influence directly political 
affairs in England: It is the last of 
his political pamphlets, written when 
he-was at the height of his powers, 
just after he had finished ‘* Prome- 
theus Unbound,” “ The Cenei,” and 
the “Ode to the West: Wind.” No 
other pamphlet or poem furnishes 
us more information on the attitvie 
of his mind toward politics. It 
is often eloquent, sometimes im- 
passioned, but only rarely attains 
that elevation of style which is sus- 
tained throughout most of Shelley’s 
prose, Perhaps the best passage, 
that on the literature of the day, he 
saved.and transferred to the ‘‘ De- 
fense of Poetry,’’ written in the fol- 
lowing year. The fine closing sen- 
tence of this passage possibly gives 
Shelly’s: fundamental reason for 
abandoning political writing: ** Poets 
and philosophers are the unacknowl- 
edged legislators of the world.” 

As the editor points out in his in- 
troduction, our interest in this essay 
is enhanced by the fact that “in 
some particulars the situation in 
public affairs at present reproduces 
very closely that amidst which, and 
to act on which, Shelley composed 
his treatise."" The world of 1820 
presented scarcely a more hopeful 
spectacle than the world of 1920. 
England had finally triumphed, but 
the end of the Napoleonic wars 
brought a long period of distress to 
England as well as to the Continent.

Nevertheless, in spite of all this 
invective, the most interesting thing 
about this essay for the reader ac- 
quainted with Shelley’s life and 
poetry is its moderation. It is not 
primarily an attack on society, it is a 
discussion of means of improvement. 
It is really an abandonment of: rev- 





ure: He -vonstantiy argues—fer-the-| 


advantage of gradual progress. over 
hasty revolution. ‘‘ Nothing,’’ he 
declares, ‘‘ is more idle than to reject 
a limited benefit because we cannot 
without great sacrifices obtain an 
unlimited one.” Revolution and 
physical force are to be the last re- 
sorts, and even when the people 
have obtained the victory over their 
oppressors, ‘‘ there will remain the 
great task of accommodating all 
that can be preserved of ancient 
forms with the improvements of the 
knowledge of a more enlightened 
age, in legislation, jurisprudence, 
government and religious and _aca- 
demical institutions.’’ 

The main object of reform in 1820 
was the House of Commons, in order 
to secure a fair representation of the 
people in the Government.

He admires 
the American Government (especial- 
ly the readiness with which the Con- 
stitution can be amended!); but he 
recognizes that a republic is out -of 
the ‘immediate possibilities in Eng- 
land. He believes in universal suf- 
frage, but he thinks that is also im- 
possible for the time. He would in- 
deed accept any measure of reform, 
however limited—** it is no matter 
how slow, gradual, and cautious be 
the change; we shall demand more 
and more with firmness and modera- 
tion, never anticipating but never 
deferring the moment of successful 
opposition, so that the-people may 
become habituated to exercising the 
functions of sovereignty, in propor-

them. Even today, when a Turkish’ 


peasant goes on a journey he leaves 


his valuables with his Armeniatt 
neighbor, and when an Armenian 
peasant leaves his home he deposits 
his goods tor safekeeping with his 
Turkish neighbor. The Turkish peas- 
ant is an ignorant, docile person 
with whom anybody can get along on 
neighborly terms}. he is a good-na- 
tured farmer;’as bovine.as his own

He is apparently.-a believer in the 
theory,. which is gaining ground, 
that a nation is what it is, not be- 
cause-of climate or race, but because 
of what it wills to be.” The new Ger- 
many of the nineteenth century, ac- 
cording to him, started out on even 
terms with» the America of -the 
eighteenth. It could have been as 
happy as America, but it took a dif- 
ferent line, so that white the United 
States waxed in happiness and pros- 
perity, Germany rushed down to 
ruin. Nominally -socialistic, the strife 
Of. classes still tears . Germany 
asunder. “A very different picture 
from the promised.Utopian Paradise 
of a-common feeding ground for lions 
and sheep!"’ But then Germany is 
not yet socialized. When that state 
of affairs arrives, we have seen what 
a dismal picture“he, paints in the 
main. He submitted’ this part of his 
work, it seems, to “‘ thoughtful and 
competent judges,” wlio.commented, 
“This is Hell.” But he acutely 
points out that it won't be hell to 
those who live in it, because it will be 
the thing to which-they are accus- 
tomed. Anyhow, ‘‘.if the state of 
things I have foreseen is hell, then 
we have earned hell.”

uary, 1921, without adducing 

a single effective guarantee of 
payment, made a formidable 
reduction in the amount due to the 
Allies. Under the most favorable in- 
terpretation of the terms of this 
agreement, the present capital value 
of the total.amount Germany had.to 
pay was from 110 to 130 thousand 
millions of marks gold; so that the 
amount of the French part (her 
share is 52 per cent.) was reduced 
to only 57 or 67 thousand millions, 
as against a total cost of reconstruc- 
tion and pensions amounting to 136 
thousand millions marks gold, Ger~- 
many, encouraged by so many and 
such oft-recurring weaknesses, re- 
fused to accept this agreement. The 
Allies contented themselves with oc- 
cupying Ruhrort, Duisburg and 
Diisseldorf, and placing a customs 
barrier around the Rhineland. 
Meanwhile the lack of comprehen- 
sion between France and England 
continued. France, on the assertion 
of its Government, believed that, 
after losing thirteen months, we had 
returned to the Treaty of Versailles.

Under such conditions, France loses 
68,600,000,600 of the 136,000,000;000 
marks gold-to which she is entitled. 
This amount represents from- 80;- 
000,000,000 to 106,000,000;000 francs, 
according to the rate of exchange 
at which it is calculated. The time 
of payment, fixed by the Treaty of 


Versailles at thirty years, is extendéil ® 


to sixty-seven. No penalty is im- 
posed for Germany's past failures ti 
pay or to disarm. No security ia 
taken for the future.. Finally, the 
system of bonds created by the Lon- 
don agreement, and given force of 
law by the Reparations Commission, 
does not provide the assurance that 
France will receive even the mu- 
tilated remnant of her due; for it is 
certain that it will be quite impossi- 
ble’ to sell these German bonds to 
the public.at their nominal value. 
Thus, sixteen months after the 
coming into. force of the treaty, all 
its.fimancial principles have been 
abandoned, to the detriment of 
France. The full and complete repa- 


ration of all damages has been aban- - 


doned; abandoned also the 26.C00,- 
000,000 marks gold payable before 
May 1, 1921.

A Boy’s Recollections-of Garfield’ s Assassination 


The Assassin Firing the Second Shot at President

‘Nobody paid any attention to the 
boy, who wriggied his way between 
men (who seemed to be running. aim- 
lessly in every direction) until he 
could see the clock. Several men 
were lifting another man and carry- 
ing him toward the door of the wait- 
ing room, between ‘the rows of 
benches. The boy could not see this 
man’s face. He knew that something 
terrible -had happened by the tears 
that were rolling down the cheeks 


. and into the beard of one of the men 


who seemed to be directing the 
others. -He asked a man in railroad 
uniform what had happened/ 

‘* The President’s been shot,’’ was 
the reply. ‘*‘ How did you get in 
here? Get out!’’ 

The boy got out. 

Thus far what has been recited 
seems to be wholly memory; but 
back in the brain of the narrator are 
details so blurred and overlaid with 
matters that cannot by any possibil- 
ity be memory, that it becomes im- 
to disti ish between what 
the boy actually heard and saw and 
what he learned from others later: 
Thus his memory of the time seems 
distinct; he brings up a mental pic-

Good artillery and engineer 
officers, when they die, go to Gibral- 
tar. Ali that*sJacking to make them 
everlastingly happy there is an en- 
emy. And ‘the lack of anything re- 
motely resembling an enemy at 
Gibraltar has by this time become so 
obvious that highly placed Generals 
in London ‘haye been known ‘to 
grumble at the mere mention of the 
name. Indeed,-there is a small sec- 
tion of military opinion in London 
which, if it could, would tow the 
Rock up te Portsmouth and anehor it 
alongside Nelson’s old flagship, the 
Victory, as.a magnificent relic which 
nowadays is of no actual use to any- 


_ body. 


However, it\ is still too early to 


judge of these matters. So far as I 
know, the Fortress of Gibraltar went 
into action only. twice during the late 
war. Both ocpasions were late at 
night—once om Dec. 31, 1915, and 
again on June 2, 191S—when enemy 
submarines were reported in the bay. 
On both occasions, the famous Rock 
turned loose everything it liad, with 
the result on both occ&sions that a 
number of shells’ Ticocheted into 
Spain and Gibraltar town was con- 
siderably “shaken.

Mediterranean continued to be a hap- 
py hunting ground for enemy sub- 
marines throughout the war. 
Gibraltar was the spot from which 
the Mohammedan Arabs on April 30,

years later they left Europe. It was 
once the Mohammedan bridgehead 
on the soil of Christian, Europe, 
which Constantinople still is. It has 
been British since July 24, 1704, and 
the last of its fourteen sieges ended 
on March 12, 1783, since which time 
the diplomats, rather than the Gener- 
als, have done the fighting over Gib- 
raltar. Today it is an isolated coaling 
station in peacetime and a British 
fiaval base in wartime. The modern 
Fortress of Gibraltar is but the de- 
defenses ofthe naval base of Gibral- 
tar. And submarines have thrown

In 1898 four 
bomb-proof. and insect-tight _reser- 
voirs, capable of holding 5,000,000 
‘gallons, were blasted out of the heart 
of the rock and fourteen and a half 
acres were sheeted over with corru- 
gated irém as a catchment area for 
rain. This improvement made it pos- 
sible for the shipping at Gibraltar to 
buy ‘good rain water instead of the 
brackish well. water which had pre- 
viously been available, a change 
which has prompted more than one 
ship’s engineer to rise atid give three 
rousing cheers. And in 1908 the 
Catalan.Bay area catchment scheme 
‘was completed, to drain into a half- 
mile of tunnel, blasted out of the 
rock, which in turn drains into the 
four reservoirs. % 

Gibraltar is proudest, however, of 
its military galleries, which also are 
hewn out of the solid rock. These 
are supposed to stand in a class by 
themselves among the achievements 
of military engineers the world over. 
They are divided into upper and 
lower levels, the upper level contain- 
ing two magnificent storerooms hewn 
out of the solid limestone, and sup- 
posed to contain sufficient stores to 
enable the Rock to stand a three 
years’ siege. Nor are these the only 
excavations in the Rock. It is so full 
of natural caves that no quarrying 
operation is ever started on the Rock 
without accidentally opening 2p a 
new cave.

The “dread of scurvy was ever pres- 
ent on voyages of exploration a,hun- 
dred years ago, and this terrible dis-' 
éase was sure to break out ‘snoner 
or later during a voyage of more 
than a year’s duration. Tea and 
drinking water made with salt water 
\ce were thought at that time to be 
contributing. causes. to the disease, 
and many were the specific preveny 
tives (anti-scorbutics} prescribed by 
the British Admiralty’s medical of- 
ficers in those days. It was under 
the Admiralty that most voyages of 
exploration were carried out, usually 
in an attempt to find the Northwest 
Passage. Lemon.juice and lime juice

HESE three books by Scandi- 
navian authors, which now 
appear for the first time in 
English translations, show 

that the writers of the European 
Northland maintain as actively as 
in the past their output of strong, 


deep, introspective work, that they 
have kept abreast of the changes 
wrought by the years, and that they 
continue as faithful as ever in their 
devotion to the great god Gloom. 

The trio are quite dissimilar in 
character. ‘ Jenny "*. is a typically 
Scandinavian story of the loves and 
hates-of a group. of men and women 
who seem utterly incapable of find- 
ing happiness in anybody or any- 
thing. - ‘‘ The Sworn Brothers ’’ is 
a tale of the old days of the Vikings, 
when the Northmen were pagans and 
freebooters, who alternately traded 
with other, peoples or ‘fought ‘them, 
who made human sacrifices to pro- 
pitiate their bloodthirsty gods, and, 
audaciously sailing far from their 
shores to the unknown West, pitched 
their tents in Iceland and there 
established. pagan communities like 
those which they had left behind on 
the Norwegian mainland. ‘“ Grim "’ 
is the admirably told story of a fish, 
a pike, which develops into a water 
monster of extraordinary voracity 
and cruelty. 


Unlike as these three narratives 
ave, there runs through them a 
gloomy similarity. Between the 
characters depicted in all three there 
is a common tie of ingrowing un- 
happi , of hopel and dis- 





’ content, which proclaims all three to 


be genuinely Scandinavian. Not one 
of them has a gleam of:really sunny 
humor. Not one paints the world 
as anything but a place of. grim, 
unrelieved struggle against ‘malig- 
nant fate. The modern men and 
women of ‘ Jenny,’’ the Vikings 
their women-folkk of ‘* The 
Sworn Brothers,’’ the pike, carp, 
perch, crayfish and other denizens 
of the deep in ‘‘ Grim,” are all atike 
in that they live’ under the weight 
of a destiny that may crush them 
at any time without so much as a 
moment's notice. 

** Let us be gloomy! ’* That seems 
to be the motto of Scandinavian 
humans as well as of Scandinavian 
fishes. Nobody denies that there is 
plenty of sadness in fife, that 
laughter lies close to tears, &c., 
through all the catalogue of depres- 
sion, but if. everybody. looked upon 
this world as do most Scandinavian 
writers .the walls of rooms every- 
where would constantly resound to 
the pop of suicides’ revolvers and 
the swish of suicides’ carving 
knives; there would be a tremendous 
run on drug stores for carbolic acid 
and similar beverages, and the police 
would have their hands full pushing 
back from the edges of cliffs multi- 
tudes tired of life. If only these 
Scandinavian writers would let their 
brain-children smile now and then! 


If only they would give them.a chap- ~ 


ter off now and fhen, in which 
heroes, “heroines and minor charac- 
ters might romp and frivol and crack 
jokes! But no! Théy: won't! Always 
these authors feel their paramount 
duty to the great goa Gloom! 
** Come, let us not be joyful!’’ And 
to think that up in Norway the sun 
shines sometimes even at midnight! 
‘* Jenny "" opens in Rome. There 
a group of Scandinavians, including

Over the Roman 
sunshine they cast a-fog of gloom: 
they breathe into the warm air of the 
Campagna the chilling blasts of their 
own Northland. They arouse in the 
Treader a suspicion that the reason 


why most of the wine in. Italy is so 


sour is that Scandinavian visitors go 
on picnics among the vineyards, and 
in the course of enjoying said picnics 
in ‘their typical Scandinavian way, 
look upon the grapes as bed hang 
in the sunlight. 

Jenny, the heroine, after getting 
engaged to. a gloomy chap called 
Helge, returns to Norway, breaks 
the engagement and becomes. en- 
meshed in, a love affair with Helge's 
father, which is productive of end. 
less gloom to herself, her lover, her 
lover’s wife, and a friend of Jenny's 
called Gunnar, while her ex-fiancé, 
Helge, though he knows nothing of 
the love affair, is having-a perfectly 
good case of gioom all by himself be- 
cause of the broken - engagement. 
Jenny eventually quits Norway, 
trails her gloom through Germany 
to Rome, and there meets Gunnar. 
They, match up their cases of gloom 
and seem about to blend them har- 
moniously into matrimony when 
Helge, the ex-fiancé, remembering 
those good old days when he and 
Jenny gloomed happily together in 
the Roman sunshine, rushes south- 
ward, and has a passionate reunion 
with his former sweetheart. The 
next morning, overwhelmed with 
gloom of a peculiarly dark and Scan- 
dinavian brand, she cuts her wrist 
open and is found dead by Gunnar 
and Heige. 

The story is written with a gaunt 
power that makes it convincing. Its 
men and women enlist strong sym- 
pathy from the reader as they go 
on their tate-dogged way. Jenny is 
clean-cut and lovable. Helge's shy 
unhappiness, the vulgarity of his 
mother, the disillusionment of his 
father, Frasicesca’s adorable flighti- 
ness, the unswerving friendship of 





Gunnar, are. admirably shown. But 











if only somebody would smile now 
and then! 

‘The Sworn Brothers "' takes us 
back to days of hundreds of years 
ago, when the inhabitants of Norway 
were pagan Vikings, who periodical- 
ly went on expeditions to the lands 
south of them, there to trade with 
the natives or—something they liked 
better—to fight them, plunder their 
villages, kill as many of the foreign 
warriors as possible, and carry off 
other luckless ones into the North- 
land as, serfs. It is the tale of two 
Northmen,. Ingolf and Leif, sons of 
two sturdy hard-drinking old chief- 
tains. Though greatly dissimiler in 
character, Ingolf and Leif swear 
hlood-brotherhood, and stick to each 
other through many vicissitudes. To- 
gether they go on expeditions to Ire- 
land and Britain and the lands of the 
Frafiks, bringing hame to the North- 
jland precious metals and-.corn and 
honey and huge_casks of wine to 
slake the gigantic thirst of their re- 
svective fathers. The tale of Leif's 
love for Ingold’s sister, Helga, is 
told, and the love of Ingold for Hall- 
veig, daughter of a neighboring Vi- 
king, and the feud of the sworn 
brothers with the three brothers,, 
Haasten, Haersten and Holmsten, 
which culminates in the. enforced 
emigration of Ingold and Leif to Ice- 
land, where they establish them- 
sevies in new homes, with their 
wives, retainers and serfs. 

The strange customs of the Vikings 
are interspersed in the narrative; 
never, however, in a manner to 
break its flow, as so often happens 
with tales by authors keen to inject 
“* local color” into their work and 
lacking the skill to blend it natural- 
ly and easily with their plots. There 
are fights in strange lands far from 
Norway, sacrifices of serfs and crim- 
inals to appease the zods, Gargan- 
tuan drinking bouts, desperate days 
on open seas when the Viking ships 
seeking Iceiand are tossed about mer- 
cilessly by wind and wave. . Excel- 
lent are the portraits of Leif, fickle, 
obstinate, fearless and Intensely lov- 
able; of Ingold, calm and reason- 
able, a born leader; of Heiga, always

Every Friday afternoon, at the 
Department of Licenses, 57 Centre 
Street, the little courtroom is set 
aside for the hearing of complaints 
by citizens against.taxi drivers. On 
the day of my visit it appeared that 
a young immigrant girl, who spoke 
no English, on landing from Ellis 
Island was deligtited to hear herself 
addressed in her native tongue, 
Bohemian, a youth driving a 
taxicab. He aimed to. please, and 
thankfully shejpizusted.herselé and | 
her. small-luggage to him, on his as- 
surance that he would convoy her 
safely to her sister's address, some- 
where in the Bronx. He did so, and, 
at the journey’s end, collected $16, 
which the girl paid without dispute, 


New York City’s Code of Ordi- 
mances defines a public hack as a 
vehicle plying for hire for which 
public patronage is solicited upon the 
street.. It is laid down that no pub- 
lic hack shall ply for hire without 
“first obtaining a ‘license from the 
Commissioner, and no yehicle shall 
be licensed until it has been in- 
spected and found to be of a type 
| 4m aecerd with requirements. Every 
motor-driven hack must carry a 
taximeter of approved design, ex- 
amined and sealed by the Depart- 
ment of Licenses. : 

There are at the present time be- 
tween seven and eight thousand 
licensed hacks in Greater New York. 
A certain number of drivers operate 
as chauffeurs in the employ of a 
company, which pays them a salary 


Each member pockets his own earn- 
ings, though all have adopted a uni- 
form emblem and color scheme for 
their cars, and established hack 
stands with telephone service at 
various points in the city. They 
maintain clubrooms and retain legal 
counsel, ready at any moment to de- 
fend any member of the association 
who finds himself in conflict with 
the authorities. 

Every applicant for a driver's 
license must be at least twenty-one 
years old, of sound physique, with 
good eyesight, and not subject to 
epilepsy. vertigo, heart trouble or 
other infirmity of body or mind 
which might render him unfit for 
the safe operation of a public hack 
in crowded streets. He must be able 
to read and write the - English} 
language, have progressed at least 
‘as tar as first papers“toward natur- 
in dress‘and person and not addict-. 
ed to the use of intoxicating liquors. 
He must present satisfactory testi- 
monials as to character and previous 
record, signed by reputable citizens, 
and supply a detailed description of 
his personal appearance, together 
with finger-prints and photograph, 
for the files of the department. This 
photograph also must be attached to 
the little red license book every 
driver carries, to be produced for 
identification purposes at any time, 
at the request either of passenger 
or officer: of the ‘law. 

The department has a hard time 
between keeping out the undesir- 
ables who clamor for licenses and 
persuading those who get them to 
act and talk like gentlemen. They 
may not drive in their shirt sleeves 


‘|nor~ with lighted pipe “in mouth- 


Many a-valorous. taxi driver of to- 
day made buttonholes or operated 
on “ pants ”’ before the war.

Every taxicab must carry a taxi- 
meter, likewise a printed copy of 
the legal rates of fare. _A higher 
rate may not be demanded.

law; the fact alone of the meter not 
working properly automatically sus- 
pends his license until such time 
as the appliance is adjusted and 
“approved anew. 

With so many taxicabs in the field, 


‘* ready-for-business " signal, must 
accept any passenger who applies, to 
be carried anywhere within the city 
limits, whether it be just around the 
corner or to the furthest- point of 
Staten Island. A driver who doubts 
the ability of a passenger to pay may 
demand payment in advance at legal 
rates, but must tender a receipt. 
Frequently a passenger who has 
one or two painful recollections of 
times when unscrupulous drivers 
“did” bim unmercifully comes to 
regard the whole breed with suspi- 
cion and is apt to impute extortion, 
when, in reality, the charge is per- 
fectly legitimate. He may not un- 
derstand that there is a charge for 
each item of baggage carried outside, 
likewise for time spent waiting, 
either to accommodate the passen- 
ger or when the car was held up in 


ing @ train just then? In_that case 
Pay the amount demanded and de- 
mand a receipt. If the driver refuses 
this, at least you can get his taxi 
license number, likewise his driver's 
number, which he wears on the 
right-hand side of his outer coat. 
Then you can write to the Commis- 
sioner of Licenses, who will prompt- 
ly arrange for a joint hearing.

The rules of the department require 
the driver of a public hack to pro- 
duce, upon demand of the Depart- 
ment of Licenses,’ a record of all 
trips made by his vehicle for a period 
of sixty days from the date of de- 
mand.

STLY or unjustly, American 
and English critics have been 


remonstrating for a decade} Very 


ahd more that the passing of 
classical and scientific criticism has 
not been due to their lack of ability 
to employ these methods, but rather 
to the lack of worthy material 
through which to exercise them. 
‘They found refuge, and it may be 
excuse, in impressionistic criticism, 
the success of which depended more 
on the cleverness of the critic than 
on the value of the book criticised, 
and where the critic couldn’t or 
wouldn't show cleverness, a mere ex- 
position of the book satisfied both 
author and public. . And why not? 
The author could not complain if his 
book were intelligently described, nor 
could the public resent the implied 
invitation to do its own criticism. - 
Thus everybody, with the excep- 
tion of the publishers, was pleased. 
They missed the quotable character- 
izations for their book notices; still, 
they made the most of the fact that 
some impressionistic critic, with 





-no..réputation to live up to and 


hence none to lose, not infrequently 
mistook talent for genius. 

In these cifcumstances, it is in- 
teresting to turn to the work of an 
Italian philosopher who, observing 
the decadence of literary criticism, 
would attempt to restore it to its for- 
mer dignity and usefulness. He has 
much trouble in doing this, for, al- 
though: he has little difficulty in 
demonstrating the shortcomings of 
all three of the hitherto accepted 
methods of. criticism, his very hy- 
pothesis is based upon the fact that 
the only authors worthy of his analy- 
sis are those who are already estab- 
lished as classics. He does not dis- 
pute the verdict of centuries, but 
rather the value_of the . criticism 
which hastened or retarded that ver- 
dict—the lack of philosophical know!l- 
edge which cave fame to-a: charta=; 
tan or infamy to genius, until the 
public in time proclaimed the just 
and permanent appraisement. He 
thus comes perilously near proving 
the uselessness of criticism, and bare- 
ly saves the situation, to say nothing 


of his own raison d'étre, by showing | 


that critics possessing the proper 
amount of philosophical knowledge, 
the proper amount of philosophical 
penetration, can at- once register the 
appraisement only reached by the 
public after :a lot of controversy. 

It fs, nevertheless, a new criticism 
which Senator Croce offers us. , For 
lack of a better term it may be called 
the * aesthetics of pragmatism.’’* In 
the first place, he rescues the ‘‘beau- 
tiful *’ from the maze of unmoral 
and discordant ‘ isms” in which it 


has so long been aimlessly meander- | sfBre 


ing and restores it to its original 
mioral, harmonic pedestal. With Hel-

In other words, he depicted life not 
as it was, but as his poetical imagi- 
nation conceived it should he, and so 
on account of his genius his idealiza- 
tion gives a permanent illusion of 
reality. 

In life, so in his work, Avieste 
sought no more exalted aim in his 
mission than to please. In this we 
find the cause of the sharp rebukes 
of his pedant contemporaries, who 
were aghast that such undoubted 
talents should be dedicated to so un- 
elevated and transitory an endeavor. 
There is a striking modern example 
of such censure in the first Baron 
Lytton’s criticism of his son's poeti- 
cal effusions. Thus it is not strange 
that the ‘* Furioso ’’ and ‘* Lucile ”’ 
should appeal to the same class of 
readers. A prodigality of lyricism 
sustains both. « 

After years of research Croce 
frankly admits that ‘‘ it is now time 
clearly to declare that it is not pos- 
sible to write a biography of Shakes-" 
peare.”’ This confession, instead of 
proving an, obstacle, rather enables 
him to ‘pursue his hypothesis with 
more enthusiasm. To be sure, he 
has no means by which t@ check up 
the life of the poet as revealed in his 
work, The result, however, is a cap- 
tivating illusion of ‘reality, which at 
least _proves..that most of the so- 
called ‘* Lives '’ of the Bard of Avon 
are nothing but fiction, because the 
use nisde of known facts contradicts 
the unmistakable revelations of his 
poetry.

Whatever there may be in the er- 
roneous philology which inspired the 
theory, the work of Bacon and of 
Shakespeare, when submitted to the 
pragmatic test, is shown to reveal 
no points of contact in their lives 
so as to produce a single thdividual- 
ity. 

In dealing with Shakespeare, 
Croce differentiates between the his- 
torian and the poet, and interprets 
each in its’ separate way, the former 
in accordance with his rejections and 
acceptations, which-leaves merely a 
dual personality to be considered. 
The rejections and acceptations be- 
Ing accounted for, he proceeds 
to examine the individuality of 
Shakespeare through his sentiment, 
his dy, his r and his 
tradegy, in a various number of as- 
pects, each pertinently illustrated by 
quotations. Finally, he deals with 
Shakespeare in criticism, and shows 
\t to be for the most part incoherent, 
inco-ordinate,- and altogether- un- 
philosophical. 

With this criticism of criticism, he

mission to accompany him as a mem- 
ber of the support party, carrying 
éxtra rations. 

When, during the first night, a

) sprang up and blew the ice 
on which we were camped toa point 
fifty miles. off-shore, the writer re- 
called the arguments he had heard 
at the base camp, and came to the 
conclusion that this was a dangerous 
trip on which Stefansson had em- 
barked, although the leader denied 
then, and denies now, that it was. 
The real achievement in this in- 
stance, as in Rae’s and Peary'’s de- 
partures from the beaten path of 
exploration, was an intellectual one; 
Stefansson undertook something 
which no other explorer had ever 
dared attempt. 

He revived the Rae idea of explor- 
Ing on land, proved it to be quite 
practicable, and then extended the 
possibilities of the plan to the jagged, 
inhospitable, dangerous, drifting ice 
of the Arctic-‘Ocean. Although noth- 
fing was heard from Stefansson for 
more than a year after we of the 
support party returned to shore, he 
accomplished his object, and main- 
tains that at no time was he even 
in danger, much less lost.- He and 
his men and dogs had always been 


no land to be found between Alaska 
and Banks Island, and there were 
seals and bears in abundance on the 
sea ice.

In order to rehabilitate Corneille, 
Croce first seeks for the dramatist’s 
ideal, which has been ignored by 
most of his modern critics, and, hav- 
ing found it, he proceeds to reveal 
the personality through the poet’s 
attainment of it. This ideal, accord- 
ing to his contemporaries, was, to 
quote Racine, ‘a certain force, a 
certain elevation, which - astonishes 
and carries us away"; according to 
La Bruyére, ‘’ his soul, which was 
sublime.’' To these two Croce adds 
a third. It is ‘* order,”’ meaning an 
infinite care in proportional effects, 
which to. the lover of Shakespeare 
appears as a sort. of. mechanics in- 
duiged in for the purpose of produc- 
ing artificial effects. After the

PARIS, June 22. 
OMING.to the French theatre af- 
ter years of Broadway presents 
many contrasts. The bad sys- 
tem of selling tickets when one 
sometimes stands in Nne for a 
half hour while the polite lady in the 
box office is writing cabalistic numbers 
and signs upon your’ billets; the com- 
plication of changing - your tickets if 
you don’t buy in advance; the -clam- 
oring of the vestiaire to take your hat, 
and stick; the insistence of the ouvreuse 
for her pourboire eyen when you have 
found the seat yourself; the extra franc 
or two. for the “program, which gives 
away the story of the play, and never 
reveals where the scénes. are laid; the 
tips necessary if you wish to wash your 
‘hands. during the intermission made. in- 
terminable to encourage,the bar (there 
are,no. suburban. trains to. catch here); 
»the terrible ventilation; the fear of fire, 
with ‘little chance for escape. because. of 
the strapotins which fill the aisles, and, 
the boxes which snugly, embrace. the 
amphitheatre—all these are subjects of 
sharp comment to yourself.

and one for-girls. On Nov. 18 of the 
same’ year the board adopted resolu- 
tions. authorizing ‘the organization of 
three high schools—one for boys; one for 
girls and ‘a third. undetermined. 

These three high schools, later named 
respectively the De Witt Clinton, the 
Wadleigh, and the Morris, opened, on 
Sept: ‘138; 1897. . The boys’ school was 
opened in Grammar School 35, in West 
Thirteenth Street; the girls’ school «in 
Grammar School 47, East Twelfth 
Streét, and the mixed school at 137th 
Street and.Third Avenue, inthe Bronx. 

From a teaching staff of »sixty-four 
persons in thesé three éarly schools the 
work’ has grown until’ the high schools 
of New York now constitute a body. of 
more than seventy-nine thousand per- 
sons—three thousand teachers and sev- 
enty-six thousand pupils. 

It would. appear from a letter writtén 
by Superintendent John Jasper in 1896, 
quoted on page 13 of the book, that the 
value of manual and..other specialized 
training was at that time clearly sensed.

—Crux of the Problem

representative of the Mexican Govern- 
ment tin the Autumn of last year. 


The Pesquiera Letter. 


The ‘famous letter of Pesquiera, ad- 
dressed to Sécretary Colby and ‘given to 
the press on Oct. 30, 1920, contained a 
proffer of the three essentials upon 
which Secretary’ Hughes in his recently 
issued ‘statemeht places insistence. 
"There was a sweeping disavowal by the 
Mexican representative, speaking on. be- 
half of President de la Huerta and 
President-elect Obregon, of any intention 
that Article XXVII, should be inter- 
preted as retroactive or destructive of- 
any valid property rights. There was also 
a pledge of the assumption of full respon- 
sibijity for all of Mexico's international 
obligations, and a proposal of an Inter- 
national Claims Commission to .adjust 
and settle the claims of all foreigners 
‘for damages sustained as the result of 
the disordered conditions in Mexico. 
There was also the proposal of .a per- 
manent arbitration commission to pass 
upon controversies between Mexico and 
the United States now existing or whith 
might arise in the future. 

It was this letter which prompted 
Secretary Colby in a statement issued on 
Oct. 30 to say: 

‘*The new Government of Mexico ‘has 
given indication of stability, sincerity 
and a creditable sensitiveness to -its 
duties and their just performance, While 
the full protection of. valid American in- 
terests, which is clearly enjoined upon 
us as a duty, has at all times been a 
matter of primary concern to us, I may 
say that on the part of this country 
there has been no attempt to prescribe 
rigid and definite terms upon which a 
recognition of the Mexican Government 
would ‘be. expressly, conditioned. This 
we have deemed wholly unnecessary and 
the disavowal of the Mexican repre- 
sentative of any policy of repudiation of 


or vested rights, either through retro- 
active legislation or future, regulation, 
ha’ the added value ‘of: being spontane- 
ous and unprompted.”’ 

And he remarked: ‘‘ The letter of Mr. 
Pesquiera offers a basis upon which the 
preliminaries to recognition can confi- 
dently proceed.’’ 

The discussions which followed the 
original Pesquiera letter and the state- 
ament of Secretary Colby above quoted 
continued for a period of a, month, and 
their result was finally embodied in the 
well-remembered letter of Nov. 25, 1920, 


Pesquiera on the eve ue -the latter's 
return to Mexico. 

*““We have not required,’’ said Secre- 
tary Colby, ‘‘ the assurances so unquali- 
fiedly given in your letter of Mexico's 
regard for the discharge of her obliga- 
tions and of her respect for the princi- 
ples of international law. - Your sugges- 
tion of.a joint arbitration commission to 
adjudicate the claims presented by citi- 
zens of other countries for damages sus- 
tained as a result of disorders in your 
country, and the further proposal to en- 
large and strengthen existing treaty pro- 
visions for the arbitration of all contro- 
versies now pending or whith may arise 
between our respective nationals, bring 
convincing support to your declarations 
if ‘that were needed.”’ j { 

Mr. Colby’s Conclusion. 

And. referring to the much-mooted 
question of the retroactive and confisca- 
tory effect of Article XXVII. of the 
Mexican Constitution, Secretary Colby 
continued: 

** You refer at length to the misunder- 
standing that has arisen and which ‘has 
widely prevailed as to the true scope 
and effect of Article 27 of the Mexican 
Federal’ Constitution. That such mis- 
understanding has existed and has exer- 
Cised an unfortunate restraint upon the 
‘impulses of friendly Governments in 
thelr desire to.co-operate with the Mex- 
ican people in the recovery of the full 
measure of their material strength and. 
prosperity ¥y cannot be denied. But I can 
conceive of nothing better calculated to 
correct this. misunderstanding and to 
allay the fears of those who have ac- 
quired valid titles or who have made

The United States inherited the opium 
question along with the Philippine Is- 
lands. In taking over the Philippines, 
America ‘was confronted the opium 
problem as it affected her Chinese and 
native population. In her effort to pro- 
tect the people under her jurisdiction 
from this curse she was drawn. irre- 
sistibly into the macistrom of distus-} 
sion that for a hundred-odd years had 
agitated the Far Hast. At the instance 
of President Roosevelt an international 
commission was invited to meet in 


with the hope of arriving at some con- 
clusion. 

The Shangha! Commission met tn 1909. 
There followed, under. the leadership of 
the United States, three international 
conferences at The Hague. A wide in- 
ternational movement developed which, 


held at The Hague, seemed fast ap- 
proaching its goal. But a few weeks 
later the great war broke out and the 
opium . question was not the least of 
constructive movements making for good 
that suffered under its destructive grip. 
Before the war, India and China, in- 
spired perhaps by the advent of: the 
United States and a new spirit at work, 
mrade the ten-year agreement: India 
agreeing to cease the exportation of 
opium to China on that country’s prom- 
ize to stop her domestic cultivation. 
China assailed her problem at home 
with such fervor and success that, in 
an incredibly short time, the poppy had 
been practically eradicated from Chi- 
nese soil.. And the Indian Government, 
conyinced of China’s sincerity, generous- 
ly reduced the agreement by several 
years—so that, in 1913, it was officially 
announced in Parliament that the Indo- 
Chinese. opium trade had come to an 
end. Thus e trade which had existed 
over @ century, from which the Indian 
Exchequer had vastly benefited, was 
brought to a close voluntarily on the 


good faith... This won.from. the . world. 
immense commendation’ forthe Indiart 
Government. For the quéstion of tax- 
ation is no easy one in Bastern coun- 
tries and the matter of, substitution ‘oft- 
én a perilous: experiment. a bes 

If, on the heels of India’s ‘sacrificé 
and China’s admirable effort; The 
Hague Convention had been promptly 
enforced the recent complications in 
China could not have occurred. In 101¢ 
every nation in the world save two had 
either. signed or ratified the convention 
and had given a further guarantee to 
sign the protocol drawn up at The 
Hague, by which the convention, with 
its rigid obligations as to foreign and 
domestic legislation, would go into. force 
and China and the world be interna- 
tionally safeguarded from the menace 
of drugs.

With more 
foresight than our own Government, they 
apprehendéd that the United States 
might acquire a canal zone under its 
own sovereignty ‘and, having built a 
canal on it, would assert the usual rights 
of territorial sovereignty over the zone 
and the canal. Intending to prevent this, 
they secured the adoption by the United 
States of the following stipulation: . 

Article TV.—It is agreed that no change 
of territorial ‘sovereignty or of interna- 
tional relations of the country or countries 
traversed by the before-mentioned canal 
shall affect the general principle of neu- 


tralization or the obligation (sic) of the 
high contracting parties under the present 
treaty.

To the Editor of The New Vork Times: 

Russians of the educated and pro- 
fessional ‘classes are living in dire dis- 
tress as exiles in many Buropean coun- 
tries. They represent more than & mil- 
lion souls of all ages, many of these 
children or old broken, sick and wounded 
people, who are cut off from their own 
country, penniless and without means 
of support, as a result of Bolshevist 
tyranny. 

Funds are needed to provide food, 
medicines, ‘clothes and shoes in order to 
relieve the immediate distress of, these 
sufferers, and also they must. have 
money with which to buy tools and ma- 
terials to establish workshops and pro- 





vide training so they may be self-sup- |, 


porting as soon as: possible in their 
exile, 

Since the American Central Committee 
for Russian Relief was organized in 
November, 1919, over $180,000 has been 
raised to help these Russian refugees, 
This amount has been, of course, a mere 
drop in the bucket of their need, not 
sufficient to care for large numbers of 
refugees, though’ it thas done much to 
relieve suffering and has made it  possi- 
ble for hundreds to become self-support- 
ing. For inetance, homes for tubercu- 
lous patients nave been opened in Con- 
stantinople and Finland, both places 
where refugees arrive directly on flee- 
ing from Bolshevist Russia. Workshops 
have been opened in many Buropean 
cities, where men and women find em- 
ployment making toys, enamelled boxes, 
dolls, old Russian cross-stitch anbrola- 
erie, blouses and children’s dresses, 
which are sold there or in this country. 
Bazaars have been held in American 
cities for the sale of this work, and the 
American Central Committee for Rus+ 
sian Relief plans to open a shop in 
New York in the Autumn, thus estab- 
assur a@ permanent market for it and 
assuring further employment to many

LONG TERM LEASES.

| Three Types Now in General. Use oF 
Real Estate Men. 

There are three. general types of long- 
term leases, ng to ** Long-Term 
Land Leaseholds,’’ by Stanley L. Mc- 
Michael, aoe 

1, The “flat,” “straight” or “ un- 
graded "’ lease, where the rental is a 
fixed sum each year for the entire term. 

2. The so-called “reappraisal” or ‘‘re- 
valuation *’ lease, where the property is. 
reappraised or valued periodically, the 
lessee being required to pay rental vary- 
ing with the value of ‘the land: 

3. The **graded ’* lease, where several 
advances in rental are put into effect, 
the rental-then becoming a fixed sum 
each year for the remainder of the term 
and often renewable forever. 

The -graded lease, realtors’ generally 
agree, is the fairest of the three. The 
flat lease is often unfavorable to the 
lessor, as he ‘enjoys nothing from the 
increment which may come from the 
land, the use of which he hands. over 
to another at a fixed rental, equal to a 
fair capitalization of its market value 
at: the time the lease’ is made. - ‘The 
reappraisal lease is undesirable because 
it is distinctly unfair to the lessee, as 
it removes all opportunity of enjoying 
additional increment, for about the time 
the land increases measurably..in: value 
the reappraisel period comes due and 
the lessee starts all over again on. the 
upward climb of values, only to have 
the. prize .snatched from him. by subse- 
quent reappraisals. 

Practices Vary in different) parts of 
the country. In some cities flat leases 

are the rule. In most of the larger com- 
camel where ninety-nine-year leases 
are most generally used, the graded 
lease has become the genéral standard. 

While there is no. absolute rule, the 
three-term graded lease seems to be 
fairest to both’ the lessor and lessee. 
For an initial period of five years a 
certain rental is charged, being usually 
5 or 6% upon the actual present-day 
market value ‘of the property. For the 
second five years an advance of from 
10 to 20% is allowed, while’ the flat 
rental, which begins at the beginning of 


"| the third five-year period and continues 


for the remainder of the lease, is from 
20 to 30% higher than the initial rental. 

For example, a property worth $100,000 
may lease for $6,000 per year for five 
years, $6,600 for the second five years 
and $7,200 flat thereafter. Rentals will 
differ in accordance with the character, 
the value and the availability of the 
property, and also according to the 
whims of the lessor, who must con- 
stantly be impressed with the fact that 
the ldssee cannot have his time of 
profit-sharing too long delayed or he 
will not be interested in taking and 
holding the Jease.

Building operations now under way 
or soon to begin in Harlem's main 
business thoroughfare will give the com- 
mercial centre of 125th Street a vastly 
improved appearance within the next 
year or, so, There have been several 
commendable improvements during the 
past year and never before, perhaps, 
have the blocks between Madison 
and Highth Avenues given such un- 
mistakable evidences of prosperity com- 
‘bined with substantial buildings as at 
the present time. Undoubtedly the most 
attractive building addition within the 
last few months is that of the new 
Empire City Savings Bank which, hav- 
ing enlarged its site from 26: to 50 
feet; has erected Over the entire front- 
age at 231, West 125th Street, between 
Seventh and Highth Avenues, a struc- 
ture which, in dignity, is the equal of 
any edifice of similar size in the city, 
and greatly’ superior in architectural 
beauty to many.” The scaffolding over 
the facade of the new banking home 
has just been removed, and the im- 
provement in the block is distinctly 
noticeable. 

Within. a short time the new home 
of the Columbia Trust -Company will 
be started ‘on a 60-foot frontage just 
east of Seventh Avenue, The lease on 
its present quarters’ at the southwest 
corner of Lenox Avenue, which the bank 
has occupied for many years, will soon 
expire. The Corn. Exchange Bank

The new $5,000,000. building of the 
Western Electric Company, at 395 Hud- 
son, Street, New York City,: which: will 
be opened officially on July 15, stands 
out ds-one of the latest steps in “Ameri- 
can structural development.

REALTY BOARD EXPANDS. 


Plans Co-ordination With investors 
ang Apartment Owners. 

By amendments made at a meeting of 
-the active members of the Real Estate 
Board of New York, held on June @, 
at which the largest vote ever cast by 
thé. board was recorded, the way was 
opéned for greatly increasing the mem- 
bership of the board, both as to active 
members and all other classes, and for 
enlarging the scope of its activities,“ 

For several weeks theBoard of Gov- 
ernors has been conferring with other 
organizations, including the Real Estate 
Investors of New. York, who represent 
the large apartment house interests on 
the west side, and the Apartment Own- 
ers’ Association, who have like important 
interests in. the, Park and Madison 
Avenues and adjacent districts. ‘The 
purpose of these negotiations was to co- 
ordinate tlie work of all real estate and 
related interests in New York City and 
to combine their effort and to eliminate 
duplication, 

In order to carry out this plan and 
to provide for proper representation on 
the Board of Governors of these large 
property owners and their’ agents, it was 


necessary to amend the Constitution of 


the Real Estate Boerd. .This was done 
at the recent meeting. Under the new 
plan the Board of Governors will be in- 
creased from fifteen to twenty-ono. 

By a vote taken recently by the Real 
Estate Investors ‘of New York and by 
the Apartment . Owners’ Association, 
these two .bodies have formally relin- 
quished their corporate existence and 
will bring theif membership \into the 
Real Estate Board as rapidly? as this 
can be done. 

On July 19 the Board of Governors 
will meet to elect the additional mem- 
bers of that body from ‘representatives 
of the two former organizations, to hold 
office until the annual election in Oc- 
tober. 

Another feature of the-plan is to en- 
large the Apartment House Committee 
and the Legislation and Taxation Com 
mittee of the Real Estate Board to in- 
clude representatives of the west side 
and east side apartment house interests, 
these to be also selected from the two 
organizations now taken into the Real 
Estate Board. 

By another very important amendment 
it was voted to remove the present limit 
of active membership of 300 by per- 
mitting the admission of those on the 
waiting list when these shall be as many 
as fifty, thus making the increase prac- 
tically automatic. It was also voted ‘to 
permit the election of registered mert- 
bers ffom the offices of | non-resident 
members as well as from those of ac- 
tive members. Ten days’ notice of ap- 
plicants for membership was reduced to 
five,

Street of the German Evangelical Luth- 
eran Church of St. Luke, in the busy 


Times Squaré.. theatre block between 
Broadway and Eighth Avenue, one of |. 
the, few remaining sites in that block 
which retains early charactéristics will 
soon witness &@ substantial improvement. 
The removal of. the church will take 
away another of the very limited num- 
ber of structures in the immediate 
Times Square area which may, with 
propfiety, be termed landmarks, Theage 
of the religious edifice is cledely. indi- 
cated in a white marble stone over the 
entrance, bearing the date, 1850. It was 
erected by a Presbyterian congregation, 
and when opened was known as the 
Forty:second Street Presbyterian 
Church. The size of the building, the 
frontage on the street being 80 feet, 
indicates that’ the neighborhood, even 
at that early period, contained ‘a satis- 
factory church going and supporting 
population. The building of the church 
antedated the opening of the ,Crystal 
Palace in Bryant Park by. three years, 
That event is generally regarded as 
starting a new uptown movement for 
homes ‘and business north of Twenty- 
third: Street.
